-were well nigh exhausted, many of us 
frost-bitten, and the majority so badly 
shod that the blood gushed from our 
frozen and lacerated feet at every < step; 
yet we upbraided not, complained not, 
but marched steadily onward, moored 
to persevere to the utmo.

as lost: Not for ourselves—for us li fe 
no longer wore a charm—but because 
such was the will of our beloved chief 
—'twas for Washington alone we were 
willing to make suc h a sacrifice. When

line, and Washington reviewed us.—

Some portions of President Johnson’s 
speech of the 18th sound rather queer- 
ly to those people in this city who. 
know his personal habits and doings. 
while Military Governor of this State.. 
Without noticing those parts wherein 
he assumes to himself great credit for 
consistency, there are one or -two 
points that deserve exposure. Thus; -he: 
says: r 
“« Did I not leave my place in the- 
Senate, a place of emolument, ease and 
distinction, and take my place where 
the enemy could be reached, and where- 
men’s lives werein danger? While I 
was thus exposed, personally and pub- 
ely, and in every way, some of my 
present traducers were far removed: 
from the foe, and enjoying pee andi 
comfort.” 

The emolument of a S enator, at the 
time referred to„was $ 3 000 a year— 
with the discomforts of life in Wash- 
ington. The emolument ofa Brigadier 
General in Nashville, situated as he 

vas, was $8,876. He oceupicd, with- 
out rent, one of the largest and ‘best 
furnished houses.in the city. He had 
of the Commissary Department, at cost 
price, all the articles of subsistence it 
could furnish. As to the ease and dis- 
tinction, it is well known that he sue- 
ceeded in keeping his name before the: 
people about as successfully as any 
man that ever lived; and as to ease,.

tending his position was very slight— 
so much so, indeed, that lre found time

In the second 
case there might have been danger had 
General Thomas been defeated: > bat 
that was contingency as remote as 
the recognition of the Southern Confed- 
eracy now is. The hfe of every nhabe 
itant of Washington, Philadelphia, @in, 
cinnati, Louisville and St. Louis was 
really as much in danger at some peri- 
od of the war, as Andrew Johnson’s 
was at Nashville, There was one short 
period, in July, 1862, when only a small 
garrison Was in the city, and.
